TOP Aussie rats (living in 
London) have subjected 
themselves to experimentation 
to help researchers learn why 
we get beer guts. Scientists at 
London’s National Institute for 
Medical Research hope the 
SLOBs — rats with Severe Late 
Onset oBesity — will help us 
understand why middle-aged 
men have such fat abdomens. 
Skolling beer for science can’t 
be easy, but these once-trim 
rats are drinking their way to 

a middle-aged spread just 

for us. 


NORWEGIAN warehouse clerk 
Lars Olsen bred his own 
rodent army to keep his 
mother-in-law away from his 
home. He said, “She’s 
terrified of mice and it’s my 
only defence against her 
visits.” The plan worked a 
treat until Olsen’s selfish 
neighbours complained to 
the health authorities. The 
overpowering stench of 
mouse poo played in their 
favour and a compulsory 
extermination order was set 
in place immediately. 


THE Vietnamese eat rats 
because rats eat their rice 
crops — but this year, the pesky 
rodents have drowned 
themselves to avoid being 
barbecued. Rats devoured 
12,000ha of rice crops in the 
Mekong delta during 2000, and 
cranky farmers were all set for 
their annual revenge-on-rats 
cook-up until floods killed them 
all. Rat meat, which would 
normally have sold in the 
market for 34.5c per kilo, is 
now non-existent — much like 
Vietnam’s rice exports. 


RATS and mice are burning 
down houses in Denmark. 
Svend-Anker Worm, a Danish 
insurance expert, said the 
rodents chew on electric 
cables which short-circuit, fire 
off sparks, and burn houses to 
the ground. The furry little 
pests do most of their dirty 
work in autumn — when they 
move indoors to escape the 
cold — and account for 13 per 
cent of all fires. 


RODENTS faithful to their 
root are making fickle mic« 
loyal — and may soon be u: 
to control us! Scientists at 
Emory University in the US 
have lent an under-the-thu 
prairie vole’s gene toa 
philandering mouse, maki 
a “monogamouse”.

MAKE sure you buy a quality 
axe in the first place. The locally 
made Cyclone axe is a top 
chopper, and should only cost 
you about $75. 

Even a new axe should have its 


blade properly sharpened. Clamp 
the axe head in a vice with the 
edge facing upwards, and grab 
yourself a medium-cut mill file. 
Don’t use an electric grinder 

- it generates way too much 


heat and softens the metal at 
the cutting edge. 

The file should be held flat 
against the blade and always 
drawn upwards towards the 
cutting edge. Lift the file off 
at the end of each stroke, and 
make sure you do both sides. 
You’re after a convex profile. 
This convex shape should be 
maintained to the corners of 
the blade, so don’t taper them. 
If you’re going to be cutting 
hardwoods, the cutting edge 
should be shorter and thicker. 

You can check the cutting edge 
by sighting along its length. Any 
bright spots will indicate blunter 
areas, so file these until the edge 
itself looks virtually invisible. Aim 
for an even cast of light along the 
edge, which should then be 
honed with a round axe stone.

When you 
rock up at the hardware shop to 
buy your new handle, bring the 
head with you to make sure you 
get the right size. Don’t forget to 
pick up a new alloy or hardwood 
wedge while you’re there. 

To remove the old handle, put 
the axe in a vice and saw the 
handle off, close to the head. Drill 
holes in the wood inside the axe 
head, then gouge out the wood 
with a chisel or old screwdriver. 

Fit the handle into the axe 
head. Drive the wedge into the 
slit at the top, by placing a board 
against the wedge and 
hammering it. Saw and sand the 
handle flush with the head. If you 
don’t want a handful of splinters, 
smooth the handle with fine 
sandpaper and apply linseed 
oil every three months.

Dive teams have between 12 and 30 peop 
in them. There'll be a deep-diving crew and 
team of surface divers, as well. Two divers 
descend in the bell. One goes out and works 
four hours at the job site, while the other rer 
in the bell until it’s his tum. He watches all th 
gauges and makes sure the diver outside is | 
A camera is observing him the whole time. I 
has to take a crap, he does it through the exi 
chamber at the bottom of the bell.and hopes 
gone by the time the other diver returns. 

When it’s his turn to work, he has a Remot 
Operated Vehicle with a video, which zoom: 
around him like R2D2. There is also a video 
camera mounted on the helmet, so work car 
monitored. People think it’s bad having a bo 
looking over their shoulder — try having five 
the pricks on top of your head. There's the c 
supervisor; the job superintendent, the clien 
representative, the ship's captain, and the 
dynamic positioning officer, and every one ¢ 
them has an opinion on how you could do th 
job better. 

I could be working in 100m of water, on a 
project I've never done before, that's taken 
people on the surface to set up. The water n 
be full of sea snakes, it could be muddy wit! 
visibility, and the whole time there's this bas 
in my earpiece asking, ‘What's going on? Y 
got that done yet?” 

Umbilicals from the DSV to the bell carry 
communications, hot water and hydraulics. . 
umbilical is also fed from the bell out to the 
diver. After eight hours, the diving bell is 
brought back to the surface, still sealed at tl 
underwater pressure, so there's no need fo 


had drowned because the doors hadn't been 
properly closed. He found them sitting in water 
up to their necks and helped them back to the 
surface. It taught me a valuable lesson: diving 
can go from no action to plenty of action in a 
split second. 

When you dive, you're breathing gas under 
pressure. As you come to the surface, the 
pressure decreases, so the gases expand. If 
they expand in your blood system, they can 
cause a bubble in your brain, nervous system 
or joints, and cause the bends. That's why 
divers take time to decompress (pausing for 
set periods as they ascend). It allows these 
gases to transfer from your blood and out 
through your lungs. 

Pressure increases at a rate of 1kg/cm?’ for 
every 10m you descend. At 120m, that's 12kg for 
every square centimetres on your body. You 
don't really feel it, because the pressure comes 
from every direction. Of course, at greater depths 
pressure is a problem. At the bottom of the 
Marianas Trench (the deepest point of any ocean, 
at 11,033m) the pressure has been estimated in 
excess of seven tonnes per square inch. 

When you dive below 45m, you spend a short 
time on the bottom and a lot decompressing. 
You need about a day’s decompression for 
every 30m you're working at. That isn't viable 
in a commercial situation, so to improve 
productivity they use saturation-diving 
techniques. Once someone’s been under 
pressure for over 12 hours, it doesn't matter 
how much longer they remain there — the body 
is already saturated with gas. When I was ona 
job, I lived inside a diving system that's 
pressurised to whatever depth I was diving to. 

I dived from a pressurised diving bell and lived 


WAS standing on the sea floor, 60m down, 

under an oil rig off the coast of Brunei. 

They were lifting a cargo net of cement 

bags down to me for a maintenance job. 

The net caught the side of the ship's railing 

and all the bags spilled out. I looked up 

and saw 30 50kg cement bags coming for 
They fell so fast there was nothing I could do; 
as like being carpet bombed. Fortunately, I 
wasn't hit. Sure, accidents like that are rare, but 
how often can the odds fall in your favour? 

I worked inspecting underwater systems 
for damage, mainly. I did a lot of welding and 
bolting repairs. At other times, I was just an 
underwater labourer. The rigs I worked on 
were owned by major oil companies, such as 
Shell, Amoco and Exxon. They were like mini 
cities; sometimes there were a dozen of the 
fuckers, all linked together by bridges. At night, 
the lights stretched for miles across the ocean. 

Most oil fields are located on continental 
shelves, but in places like the Persian Gulf, we 
would still be over 70km offshore. It could get 
really fucking wild out there. In the South China 
Sea, we encountered typhoon seas, with gale 
force winds and 20m waves lashing the platform. 
I've seen storms like you wouldn't believe, 
where water spouts were sucking up half the 
ocean. We didn’t dive when it got like that; it 
was hard enough staying in our bunks. 

I became a diver after seeing a magazine 
ad for a course. The thing that attracted me 
to deep-sea diving was knowing I was doing 
something 99.9 per cent of men just couldn't do. 
The job attracts blokes who are self-assured; it's 
not for mummy's boys. You have to think fast 
and be able to adapt to any situation.

Due to the 
helium, they spend the entire 28 days speaking 
like Donald Duck. 


IT’S HARD spending 28 days locked inside 
the bin with eight people. You've heard 
everyone's stories over and over, and there's 
no escape. You're cooped up inside what's 
essentially a big soup can, with trunkets (tunnels) 
joining several other cans together like a 
Meccano set.

Even food and drinks have to be made outside 
and sent in, through an interlock chamber. 

The sleeping area has bunks, each with a 
curtain around it — we used to call it a wanking 
curtain. Once that curtain was closed, nobody 
would interrupt you. That was my sanctuary. 

There were cameras on me the whole time, 
even when I went to the toilet. The life-support 
technicians who monitored the system had to 
know if there was ever a problem. The toilet 
had a special seat called a dead-man's valve 
As soon as I stood up, the seat swung upwards 
and activated a valve that allowed me to flush 
the toilet. The dead-man’s valve was designed 
because of a few nasty accidents, where guys 
would flush the toilet without getting up. Their 
arse made a firm seal on the seat, so all ofa 
sudden they were the only thing between the 
atmospheric pressure outside, and nearly a 
hundred kilograms of pressure pushing from the 
inside. Their date’s not going to hold back 91kg 
of pressure, so they ended up with their 
intestines pushed out through their arsehole. 

There have been a couple of bad accidents 
with saturation systems. In Europe, there was a 
crew having problems removing the clamp that 
holds the bell on top of the bin when it's docked. 
They thought the trunking between the bin and 
the bell was at atmospheric, when in fact it was 
still pressurised. An idiot grabbed a 
sledgehammer and hit the clamp. The bell blew 
off and shot across the ship while the six guys 
down in the bin suffered an explosive 
decompression. They were smeared all over the 
walls; the biggest piece they found was an ankle. 
It's a horrible way to die — just because some 
fool didn’t follow procedure. 

It's funny the things I focused on when we 
were all cooped up together in the bin. I

remember sitting there, looking at someone and 
counting how many times he blinked.

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because there wasn’t a single 
millisecond when the 911 was 
anything other than rock solid 
and safer than the Popemobile. 

The only real downside — and 
it isn't something that will worry 
anybody with the requisite 300 
grand — is a pretty fearful fuel 
consumption. The 911 Turbo 
averages 200km/h, and gurgles 
around 45 litres of fuel in an hour, 
for an average of more than 20 
litres per 100km. Live with it. 

Without a doubt, I have never 
driven so fast for so long (not 
even on German autobahns), 
nor as safely, given the average 
velocity involved. 

The huffer-fed 911 works 
brilliantly at speeds most cars 
couldn't reach falling down a 
mine shaft, and it backs up the 
hoopla surrounding its name. 

It would be worth selling 
everything you own for the 
deposit. It would be worth 
sacrificing your social life to 
spend quality time with your 911 
Hell, it would almost be worth 
even moving to Alice Springs.

Daihatsu’s Sirion GTvi returns te form 


© WAY back in the late ’80s, 
Daihatsu treated us to the hottest 
little car it ever put its name to. 

The Charade GTi was equal parts 
up-yours and adrenaline rush. Power 
came from a turbocharged version 
of the groovy little three-cylinder 
that made the company what it is, 
and the little bugger had attitude 
written all over it. 

And then, performance-wise, 
Daihatsu lost the plot. 

Fast forward to 2000 and the 
dictionary has the right idea by 
putting “zesty” about as far away 
from “Daihatsu” as possible. 

But isn’t it amazing what a little 
capital can do? Cash-strapped 
Daihatsu is now more or less 
steered by cashed-up Toyota, 
and one of the first models to bear 
witness to that is the Sirion GTvi. 
And one of the first things they did 
is ditch the charismatic little 
triple, and bring in the 1.3-litre 
four-potter from the Toyota Echo.

The National Hotel, 
191 Moorabool St, Geelong 
IT’S no secret down south, 
Melbourne loves to take the piss 
out of Geelong. They call it “sleepy 
hollow”, say it has a crap footy team 
full of handbag-wielding pussycats, 
and there's also the old chestnut 
about the best view of Geelong 
being in your rear-view mirror 

It is home to more than 130,000 
people, but to most Victorians, it’s 
nothing more than a blip on the map 
as you drive to and from the Surf 
Coast. We're talking about a classic 
case of a big brother holding down 
his little brother, and typing an 
obituary onto his chest 

If the National (known as "the 
Nash” in these parts) is any 
indication, little bro is putting up 
a fight. The pub stands out as the 
solitary retro establishment in 
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town. You know how itis; a visit 

to the local Salvos, a few trailer 

loads of flea-bitten booty and — bing, 

bang, boom — we have ourselves a 

funky pub. The funky customers will 

follow. It's too bloody easy by half. 
When we stroll through the door, 

the front bar is in a transitional stage, 

waiting for the daytime customers 

to give way to those of the night. 

In the far comer, an old coot with 

a grey beard creeping down to 

his beer belly sits alone by the bar. 

He's either a dead ringer for the 





“Lallus-have-one-at-eleven” rogue 
in the old Carlton ad, or Santa Claus 
on a bender. 

“You see that street out there, 
Moorabool Street?" he asks, not 
pausing for a reply. “I used to ride a 
billycart down that street before the 
war." We're pretty sure he’s not 
talking about Nam. One thing's for 
certain, though — the Nash will have 
to put a plaque on the bar when he 
Carks it. 

Next to him is Drunken Dave. He's 
not so sentimental about Geelong. 

“This town is a shithole,” he spits 
at me. ‘What are you doing here? 
Geelong is a complete fucken 
shithole.” Sermon delivered, Dave 
skols his pot and stumbles into the 
Geelong night air. 


Barwon Club Hotel, 

509 Moorabool Street, Geelong 
THE Barwon Club is a 15-minute 
stroll up Moorabool Street, and the 
double-decker bus parked out the 
front can only mean one thing - 
hen's night. A bloody quality one at 
that. Even allowing for the green 
tinsel wig, the hen's mum hasn't let 
herself go to pasture. 

The building itself is a rambling, 
red-brick comer pub. Large 
windows open up onto street 
level, spot on for a summertime 
session. The end of the bar closest 
to the restaurant is more suited 
to suits, while the other end 
seems to accommodate more 
feral varieties. 

Manager Chris pours the coldies, 
and relays a piss-take they played 
on staff member Dean the previous 
night. ‘We told him that he'd been 
nominated for MALPH's barman of 
the month,” Chris says matter-of- 
factly.

Directly behind the dance floor 
is a photographic mural of former 
and current Geelong footy champs, 
Gary Ablett, Peter Riccardi, and 
Billy Brownless.

Astriking example of Art Deco 
design, the Prince is an excellent 
entertainment complex. You’ve got a 
front bar with a few bench seats out 
the front, just in case Melbourne’s sun 
comes out.

A keen management makes sure *e

The Woodport Inn is on the banks 
of Erina Creek, handy if you want to 
arrive on a jet ski, but it has its 
drawbacks... a few weeks ago, 
some blokes tumed up in their 
tinny, half-tanked after drinking and 
fishing all day. When security told 
them to piss off, the blokes tossed 
their haul of fresh mullet at the 
punters in the beer garden. 

Wet fish aside, the Woodport 
Inn's popularity comes from the 
fact that it's one of the few Central 
Coast pubs that doesn't double as 
a meeting place for Fight Club.
